Extensive Improvement to Be

President 
George B. Harper stated a few days 
ago he had contracted for the material 
to construct six steel bridges between 
Frankfort and Paris which means an 
outlay of $50,000. 

When the bridges are put in the 
Frankfort and Cincinnati railroad will 
be a’ole to carry over its line as much 
freight of any kind as is possible, and 
there will be no limit placed on the 
tonage. Under the present arrange- 
ment the road is allowed only 120,000 
tons gross, but when the new steel 
bridges are put in service they will 
hold up the heaviest freight that ’can 
be hauled over the line.

Big Sack of Gold Lost. 

Officials of the Federal government 
and of the American Express Company 
are investigating the mysterious disap- 
pearance of $4,000 from treasurer sack 
sent to Cincinnati from Camp Perry, 
O., last week. The money was in gold 
and was the surplus after all of the 
men of the regular army, navy, marine 
corps and militia who are taking part 
in the national rifle contests at the 
camp were paid off last week. 

The gold was sent from Camp Perry 
to Cincinnati and thence to Chicago. 
When it arrived at the Chicago sub- 
treasury and was opened it was found 
that the gold had been traded and 
that iron pieces of about the same 
weight had been substituted, alter 
which the official seal was restored 
so perfectly that it took close investi- 
gation to discover that it had been 
tampered with. 

The American Express messengers 
who run between Chicago and Cleve- 
land on the Big Four railroad and a 
money order clerk of the American 
Express Company in Cincinnati have 
been laid off to assist in the investiga- 
tion.

To Prevent Big Leaguers Com- 
ing in. 

In order to prevent the bringing in 
of big leaguers to held out base ball 
teams in the Blue Grass League at the 
close of the season a movement has 
been started by adopting resolutions to 
the effect that players will have to be 
signed before they can play in any 
games after the first of September. 

If these resolutions are not adopted 
it is possible for the managers of the 
teams to bring better players here 
under verbal contract and nut sign 
them and pay them large salaries for 
their services. 

The big leaguers will not sign with 
these small “fry,” as they would prob- 
ably be drafted by a higher class team 
and wculd have to go, thereby doing 
themselves harm by signing with 
small teams for only fifteen days. The 
following resolutions have been mailed 
to all the directors and tney will notify 
President George I. Hammond whether 
they will adopt them or not. The reso- 
lutions follow: 

Resolved, That no player shall be 
eligible to engage in a game of base 
bail with any club a member of the 
Blue Grass League who has not signed 
a contract with the club offeiing to- 
play him before September 1, 1909, and 
who has not played at least one game 
with some club a member of said 
league, on or before said date. 

Any club violating this provision 
shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00,) nor more than three 
hundred dollars ($300.(K»,) in the dis- 
cretion of the board of directors of the 
league, for each violation, and all 
games played shall be forfeited to the 
opposing club, unless otherwise order- 
ed by the board of directors of said 
league.

To Insure a Stand of Alfalfa. 

We got this pointer direct from M. 
C. Rankin, State Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture. Alfalfa will grow on any 
land that will produce locust bushes. 
To get a sure stand on any land where 
it is diffirult to make it take hold.plow 
the land in the spring and cultivate it 
throughout the summer sanie as if cul- 
tivating a crop, keeping the weeds 
down and the soil stirred so that it will 
retain moisture. Then sow the alfalfa 
at the proper time in the fall and you 
will be sure of a stand and a crop that 
will not only pay better than any other 
crop but will increase the fertility of 
the soil. It is worth trying. 

Quarantine Lifted for Fair. 

Commisisuner of Argiculture Ran- 
kin Wednesday received a telegram 
froin the Agricultural Department 
stating that the quarantine on sheep 
has been lifted on the sheep to be ship- 
ped into Kentucky for the State Fair. 

Kentucky's First Quarantine. 

For many years sheep scab has been 
quite prevalent in the West, but as a 
result cf the combined efforts of the 
Federal and State authorities much 
territory has been entirely freed and 
the infection in other sections has been 
greatly reduced, and it is hoped that 
within a few years more the disaese 
will be entirely stamped out. The pres- 
ent quarantine against Kentucky is the 
first time that the disease has obtained 
a sufficient foothold to require a Fed- 
eral quarantine. * 

Wheat Threshing Almost Done. 

Wheat threshing in Central Ken- 
tucky is almost completed and late 
reports of the conditions show that the 
loss experienced through the heavy 
rains which de ayed threshing so long 
will not be as great as was expected. 
During the early part of the season the 
yield promisea to ne the record but the 
loss caused by rains cut it to about an 
average crop. 

The latest governor ent report on crop 
conditions in Kentucky says the yield 
will be about eleven bushels to the 
acre, about an average. The quality 
of the grain is not extra good, but ow- 
ing to its scarcity during the early 
part of the threshing season a good 
price was offered for it and in some in- 
stances the farmers received the best 
price they have gotten for some time.

BIRD SEED BILL $7,000,000 



Large Amount of Money Is Spent Each 
Year to Provide Food for the 
Canaries. 



New York. — The manner In which 
this country spends money on articles 
which the average man never consid- 
ers as contributing to the cost of liv- 
ing was strikingly Illustrated recently 
when It was shown by fign^res from 
the customs oflBce that we annually 
consume 17,500,000 worth of canary 
bird seed. 

There are not less than 6,000,000 
caged birds In the United States, ac- 
cording to the closest computations 
available. The ordinary house canary 
consumes about twenty-flve pounds of 
seed a year, or some 200 times his own 
weight, at an average cost of |1.50 per 
bird. New York, with Its 400,000 
canaries, leads all the other cities with 
a bird food bill of |6p0,000 annually. 

Most of the canaries In this coun- 
try, according to the report, come 
from Germany, 260,000 of them being 
shipped from that country every year. 
The wholesale average price, accord- 
ing to the largest local importer, is 71 
cents for male birds and 17 cents for 
females. According to his statement 
canaries are about as cheap a luxury 
as can be found, because of the fact 
that they are most generally pur- 
chased by persons of small means, 
who at the first attempt to boost the 
price Immediately stop buying. 

Including the birds themselves, seed, 
other food, cages and dishes and the 
like. It Is estimated that this country 
Invests annually about $25,000,000 in 
canary music, a figure to make even a 
grand-opera Impresario Jealous.
